The rice deal will trim the

lo would be eliminated. But 
Vatican circles felt, there was 
ppssibly a good basis for the 
rumors.

Pope Paul Y.I told Roman 


nobles and aristocrats Tuesday 
their ceremonial roles at the 
Vatican might be changed. He 
noted that the nobles had a 
special place at the Vatican be- 
cause of ties to the papacy 
when it had temporal power. 
Now he said, the papacy was 
entirely absorbed in spiritual 
duties. 


Swiss guards also play large- 


ly a ceremonial role at the Vat- 
ican. The guard dates its foun- 
dation from Jan. 21, 1506, when 
150 Swiss soldiers entered Rome 
to serve Pope Julius II. 


In 1527, 147 out of 189 Swiss 


guards were killed while suc- 
cessfully defending Pope Clem- 
ent VII from German and Span- 
ish troops sacking Rome.

Southeast today. It was the 
Fourth snow storm of the winter 
In a region where snow once a 
year is the rule.

moved across the region from 
the Southwest. The storm de- 
veloped over the northwest Gulf 
of Mexico and is following a 
pattern set by earlier winter 
storms.

Extra State 
Aid Likely 
for Schools 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Educa- 


tion Commissioner Arch Ford 
said today that it is possible Ar- 
kansas school districts will get 
an extra $1 to $2 million this 
year because state revenues are 
increasing faster than expected. 


"It's not only possible, it looks 


probable at this point," Ford 
said 


The state Board of Education 


will survey revenue figures in 
March or April and decide how 
much additional money will be 
available, Ford said. 


Payments to the district will 


be made before the end of this 
school term, he added. 


The 415 districts now are re- 


ceiving a total of $54,655,175 in 
minimum foundation aid, teach- 
er retirement benefits and trans- 
portation aid. 


Ford said about 90 per cent of 


any additional money will go for 
increasing teacher salaries and 
10 per cent for transportation 
aid. 


Education 
Department 
offi- 


cials have calculated in the past 
that each additional $1 million 
placed in the public school fund 
will provide an increase of $65 
per teacher per year. 


The allocation of additional 


money depends only, Ford said, 
on tax collections continuing 


U.S., Panama 
Diplomatic 
Tie Resumed

PANAMA (AP)-The United 


States and Panama agreed to- 
day to re-establish diplomatic 
relations "as quickly as possi- 
ble" and to open discussions 30 
days after resumption of rela- 
tions on all issues between the 
two countries. 


The agreement did not specif- 


ically mention the treaty giving 
the United States control of the 
Panama 
Canal 
Zone which 


Panama wants revised. But its 
language made clear this would 
be among the issues to be dis- 
cussed. 


Panamanian President Rober- 


to Chiari's press officer, Fabian 
Velarde, said his government 
would wait awhile, perhaps a 
week, "to let things cool off" 
before resuming relations with 
the United States. 


He said Panama then would 


ask a third government to ad- 
vise Washington of the desire 
to restore relations, which Chi- 
ari broke off at the height of 
the crisis last weekend. The in- 
termediary is expected to be 
Costa Rica, which was named 
to handle Panama's affairs in 
Washington during the break. 


The agreement was reached 


by Edwin M. Martin, President 
Johnson's special envoy, and 
Panamanian Foreign Minister 
Galileo Soils, meeting with the 
peace committee of the Organ- 
ization 
of 
American 
States.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Almost 


100 years after the Civil War 
ended Arkansas is still paying 
its debt to the men who fought 
for its cause under the banner 
of the Confederacy. 


The payment is small now — 


only $15,000 a year—and it goes 
now to widows and daughters of 
veterans because their are no 
veterans left. 


At one time the state ap- 


propriated $1,112,000 a year for 
pensions and maintained a fine 
home for former Confederate 
soldiers, their widows, daugh- 
ters and mothers. 


The Confederate Home closed 


last June 30. At that time it had 
only four occupants, one widow 
and three daughters. The state 
now pays for their care in nurs- 
ing homes at a cost of about 
$4,200 a year. 


It also pays $50 monthly pen- 


sions to 18 widows and daugh- 
ters at a cost of $10,800 a year. 
They range in age from 84 to 96. 


Another eight widows ars el- 


igible for Confederate pensions 
but draw regular old age as- 
sistance instead because they 
can get more money that way. 


Arkansas first recognized its 


obligation to Confederate veter- 
ans in 1891 with passage of a 
law establishing pensions and a 
Confederate Home and levying 
a one fourth mill tax to pay for 
hem. 


The first pensions went only 
o 
veterans 
who 
had 
been 


vounded and to indigent wid- 
sws. The maximum payment 
vas $100 a year for a totally dis- 
abled veteran. Veterans who 
lad lost an arm or leg got $75 


year, those who had lost a 


land or foot got $50. Those who 
lad lost an 
eye and indigent 


widows got $25. 


In 1901 the law was broadened 


to cover all indigent veterans as 
long as 
indigency 
was 
not 


caused by the veteran's "own 
vicious habits, which habits are 
it 111 persisted in." The pension 
lor 
widows 
whose 
husbands 


were killed in the war went up 
to $100 a year and those for oth- 
er widows to $50. 


Mothers 
of 
veterans 
were 


made eligible for pensions in 
1903 with a maximum payment 
of $50 a year. The payment for 
all widows and mothers was 
raised to $100 in 1907, the same 
year the state decided to pay 
for artificial limbs for veterans. 


A 1913 act raised the pension 


for partially disabled veterans to 
$100 a year and this became the 
maximum pension for all cligi- 
bles. Widows under 35 years of

The tax was increased 
from one fourth mill to two mills 
to provide money needed as 
more veterans and widows grew 
old and came to depend on pub- 
lic aid. 


Disenchantment with the pro- 


gram had set in by 1929 and that 
year the legislature instructed 
the Pension Board to check all 
pensioners to make sure they 
were eligible for grants. 


Another purge of the pension 


rolls was carried out in 1937. In 
1939 
the program was removed 


from jurisdiction of the Pension 
Board and placed under authori- 
ty of the newly created Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. 


By then the state was pend- 


ing only $150,000 a year for pen- 
sions. 


The Welfare Department paid 


pensioners $5 a month until 1953 
when the grant was increased 
to $30 n month to bring it in 
line with other welfare benefits. 
It was increased again, to $50 
n month, by the 1963 Cteneral 
Assembly. 


Newspaper records show the 


Confederate home once had 166 
residents when it was situated 
at Sweet Home on Highway 65 
south of Little Rock. 


Tt had only 28 inhabitants in 


1953 
when the state decided to 


sell mining rights on the Sweet 
Home property and use the 
money to build a new home on 
the grounds of the Blind School 
in Little Rock. 


By the time the new home 


was dedicated in January 1965, 
Arkansas had lost its lost Con- 
federate veteran with the death 
ot W. M. Loudcrmilk, 104, of 
Joncsboro on Sept. 18, 1952. 


Throe other veterans ~ John 


Green Chisum, 103, of Camp 
Victor1 in Pope County, John A. 


Marcum, 98, of Birta and Satn 
Bennett Russell, 106, of Hebef 
Springs, died in 1951. 


The stale first moved to fe 


locate the home in 1943 when it 
learned the value of the bauxite 
deposits on the Sweet Home 
property. World War II and eco- 
nomic confusion following the 
war delayed final action until 
1953. That year the legislature 
authorized sale of bauxite on the 
Sweet Home property, provided 
for temporary care of residents 
of the home and allocated 
$190,000 for construction of a 
new home at the Blind School. 


When the four remaining resi- 


dents moved out last June 30, 
the home was converted into a 
facility for retarded blind and 
deaf children. 


Costs had increased to a point 


where operation of a separate 
home was no longer economical- 
ly feasible. The last annual ap- 
propriation for the home—with 
less than half a dozen residents 
—was $35,000, the same as the 
appropriation for 1911 when the 
home had more than 100 resi- 
dents.

Faubus Asks 
Rights Body 
to Back Up 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) -Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus said Wednes- 
day he may ask an Arkansas 
civil rights committee to rescind 
its conclusions on state schools 
or produce figures to back them 
up. 


The United States Civil Rights' 


Commission's Arkansas Adviso- 
ry Committee said in a report 
that the state made "no signifi- 
cant progress in the past dec- 
ade" in raising Negro schools to 
white standards. 


"I know we have because I 


have been governor for the past 
10 years," Faubus said. "Most 
of those civil rights reports are 
just made up out ot thin air. But 
this one has held up Arkansas 
to national ridicule. I'm not go- 
ing to lei them get away with 
it." 


"I'll have a true picture on 


this in a few days," Faubus 
said, "as soon as I can study 
into it." He said his remarks 
will be "factual and substanti- 
ated from official state school 
records for anybody to come 
and see — in other words, not 
like the civil rights report." 


Faubus made the remarks 


upon returning to Little Hock 
from a trip to Washington. 


The committee report was 


vsenl to the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission to use along \sith 
19 other state advisory reports 
as a basis for recommending 
cj\y ri&bti, legislation to Cou- 
grae.

League club owners were ex- 
pected to deny Charles O. Fin- 
ley permission to move the 
Kansas City Athletics to Louis- 
ville and, The Associated Press 
learned, make these other rul- 
ings at today's specially called 
meeting: 


1. Recommend a stiff fine be 


imposed upon Finley for signing 
a contract with the State of 
Kentucky to play in Louisville 
for the 1964 and 1965 seasons 
without seeking approval of the 
league. 


2. Order Finley to renegotiate 


with Kansas City civic officials 
for a new lease. 


3. Appoint a committee 
to 


serve as an arbitration board. 
This committee will decide on 
the fair and equitable provisions 
of the lease. 


Actually two meetings were 


scheduled. Joe Cronin, president 
of the American League, met 
with the five-man board of di- 
rectors at 10 a.m. EST. The full

slated for 1 p.m. EST. 


Barring a complete change of 


heart, the owners were expected 
to 
give Finley 
a unanimous

At least five clubs — New 


York, Baltimore, Chicago, De- 
troit and Boston—have gone on 
record:as saying they* will vote 
against the A's owner. Only 
four negative votes are required 
to keep him in Kansas City. 


Under the rules, Finley needs 


six votes other than his own to

league constitution says three- 
fourths vote is necessary, ex- 
cept in the case of a 104eam 
league when seven affirmative 
votes are needed.

U.S. Economy 
Far Above

A«d the Central Intelligence 


Agency says that the gap he' 
tween the two economies is 
much wider and more to our 
advantage than many Ameri- 
cans had been led to believe. 


The CIA view is that the So- 


viet economy is badly in need 
of assistance from the West and 
largely on a credit basis. 


Many American businessmen 
riave industrial goods they'd 
like to sell the Soviets, if Wash- 
ington permitted; 
and many 


consumer items they'd like to 
sell, if Moscow would allow it. 
But the CIA adds that Moscow 
hasn't as much gold to pay for 
such trade as had generally 
been assumed. 


Previously Americans 
have 


worried about a possible mis- 
sile gap, but of late have been 
assured that U.S. defenses are 
far ahead. 


U.S. trade with the Soviet Un- 


ion is .currently, being increased 
by contracts for sale of surplus 
wheat and other grains. Other- 
wise it doesn't amount to much, 
either in volume or in percent- 
age of U.S. foreign trade. 


Western Europe.'s trade with 


the East is larger. And it is 
growing, despite the frowns of 
Washington on some of 
the 


items the West is furnishing. In 
return, Europe is taking Soviet 
oil, to the distress of American 
oil companies and of State De- 
partment officials who see it as 
beefing up a faltering Commu- 
nist economy. The Soviet Union 
will soon have a pipeline deliver- 
ing its oil to the edge of the 
Iron Curtain. 


The comforting word on how 


much better the American econ- 
omy is doing than the Soviet's 
is spelled but in figures by the 
CIA. 
It says that in the last 


two years the Soviet economic 
growth has been less than 3.5 
per cent annually. 


Despite all the worrying about 


it, the U.S. economic growth 
has been well above that and 
currently is put as high as 5 per 
cent on an annual basis. 


Moscow's gold. reserves go 


unrejported officially, American 
experts haves estimated them as 
high as |4 billion. But the CIA 
says they've fallen below 92 bil- 
lion since Moscow started sell- 
ing in volume to raise foreign 
currency for purchase of wheat 
and other needed commodities. 


American 
businessmen 
re- 


gard 
the CIA estimates as 


largely aimed at trying to dis- 
courage Europeans from ex- 
tending credit to the hard- 
pressed Communists. But they 
also see it as perhaps a fore 
shadowing of .future refusals of 
Washington to permit extended 
trade here with the Soviets/who 
might be 
wanting chemical 


plants or fertilizer among other 
things. 


In 1962 our exports to the 


U.S.S.R. totalled |15,3 million 
out of $20,5 billion, for all ex- 
ports; and imports' '$16.2 million 
out of $16.1 billion. The wheat 
deals will raise the figures this 
year.

SEATTLE. 
Wash.

Everywhere lie went on his five- 
state invasion of the West to 
preach 
the gospel of states' 


rights, 
the

overflow crowds. They 


left him flushed with a feeling 
of success. 


George Corley Wallace Jr., 44, 


a farm boy who became gover- 
nor of Alabama and an evangel 
of the South, spoke at six uni- 
versity campuses. ("We had 
about 50 invitations but these 
were all we could accept.") 


The crowds, mostly students, 


listened courteously and with 
interest, though with obvious oc- 
casional 
disagreement. 
There 


were some boos. 


Civil rights groups picketed 


wherever 
Wallace 
appeared. 


The demonstrations were order- 
ly and peaceful. The governor 
called 
his Western reception 


"courteous and friendly." 


Wallace made it plain he'll 


continue to battle what he calls 


(he dangerous Goliath of a fefl- 
eral government grasping for 
totalitarian power. 


The majority of the people 


apparently disagree, but that 
makes no difference to him. He 
thinks the world has gone ahead 
too fast and it, not the South, is 
out of touch with reality. 


Fighting is not new to him. 


Nearly 30 years ago he was 
amateur bantamweight boxing 
champion of his state. In World 
War II he was a B29 bomber 
flight engineer. Lust year he re- 
sisted integration of the Univer- 
sity of Alabama to a point just 
shorl of violence. 


Wallace carried his crusade 


into the Wesl in a slate-owned 
plane, justifying its use by try- 
ing to lure new industry to Ala- 
bama. 


"We've already lined up two 


branch plants for our slate out, 
of six industrial conferences," 
he said. 


But the main purpose of his 


eight-day swing was "to bring 
the message." 


He kept hammering away at 


two main themes: 


—The civil rights bill pending 


in Congress is a "federal power 
grab" which will usurp state

Alive were the pilot and co- 


pilot who bailed out of the 
stricken 8-engine plane at 31,000 
feet. 


The pilot, Maj. Thomas W. 


McCormick, 42, of Yawkey, W. 
Va., waded through waist-deep 
snow drifts 
to a 
farmhouse 


Monday afternoon after he had 
waited out the storm. 


His copilot, Capt. Parker C. 


Peedin, 29, of Smithfield, N.C., 
was found Tuesday after a Civ- 
il Air Patrol plane spotted a 
flash from his signal mirror. 


Peedin had spent more than 


36 hours on a snowy mountain- 
side; but like McCormick, he 
had used his parachute to form 
a shelter against the subfreez- 
ing temperatures. 
He built a 


fire to keep warm. 


Both were reported in good 


physical condition. 


The crew is part of the crack 


Strategic Air Command, whose 
rugged training emphasizes sur- 
vival in the most trying condi- 
tions. 


That training was put to the
